ATHENS, Aug. 22.— Athens on 
awaking this morning found a new ré- 
gime installed. General Condylis, sup- 
ported by the army, the navy and the 
provincial garrisons, overthrew the 
Pangalos régime without resistance in 
Athens. Public buildings. were occu- 
pied by the revolutionary troops and 
the principal provincia] centres recog- 
nized the situation ‘created. y 

Following an invitation, Admira! Con- 
duriotis agreed to return to the Presi- 
dency of the republic... Later. in the 
day he escaped from’ the, Aland - of 
Hydra and ig coming to Athens‘to take 
up his duties. 

Destroyers Aid Pangalos. 


General Pangalos wag arrested at 
Bpetsae after slight resistance and 
placed aboard the destroyer Pergamos, 
to be taken to Athens. However, the 
commander of the Pergamos having 
shown signs of sympathy with Pan- 
galos, and Captain Colialexis, com- 
manding the destroyer flotilla, having 
shown unwillingness to recognize the 
revolution, the battleship Kilkis and 
the destroyer leader Leon were ordered 
to pursue. the Pergamos and fire on 
any naval unit offering resistance. The 
hydroplane squadron was ordered to 
proceed to the assistance of the Kilkis 
‘and the Leon. 

The Pergamos was fired at by the 
Kilkis and the seaplanes unsuccess- 
fully. The Kilkis was ordered to aban- 
don pursuit on account of her inferior 
speed, but the Leon continued to pur- 
sue the Pergamos, bound south. Cap- 
tain Colialexis, in’ command of the 
remainder of the destroyers acting 
against the revolution, left Zante, also 
bound south, evidently intending to 
help General Pangalos to escape. A 
naval engagement is reported at pres- 
ent, with the result in doubt. 

Battalion Is Forced to Surrender. 


Colonel Vutsinas, refusing to accept 
the new régime, took possession of the 
Hill of Lycabettus, near Athens, at the 
head of a battalion, but was forced 
to surrender unconditionally. 

The former War Minister, Genera! 
Tserulis, was also arrested and along 
with others will appear before a special 
court of inquiry. 

A manifesto issued by General Con- 
dylis, distributed by airplanes, explains 
that the present coup was effected in 
order to realize sound reorganization 
of the armed forces and administra- 
tive machinery of the country. It 
accuses General Pangalos of disregard- 
ing. constitutional rights and: promises 
solemnly given to the army, the navy 
and the nation fourteen-months ago. 
Condylis promises a speedy return to 
normal conditions in the State, freedom 
of the press, justice and an honest.ad- 
ministration, and requests the nation 
to support him in his heavy task. 


Promises Coalition Government. 


General Condylis declares his inten- 
tion to form a coalition Government, 
himself remaining chief of the revolu- 

Aion until the elections, which, he says, 
will be carried out soon and * abso- 
lutely free. 

Imprisoned political leaders, in inélud- 
ing M. Papanastasiu, M. Cafandaris, 
General Papulas and M. Angelopulo, 
were released. 

A large public meeting was called 
this evening in Constitution Square jn 
order to express enthusiasm ‘over the

Coup Effected During Night. 

ATHENS, Aug. 22 (4).—The Condylis 
coup was engineered without disturb- 
ances in the early hours this morning, 
both army and navy rallying to the 
Condylis standard.

The 
general public in’ Athens is exhibiting 
general satisfaction at the turn of 
events.

For years there hag-béen a growing 
‘doubt bt the efficacy of the direct pri- 
mary to cure the evils of bossism and 
influencing political elections through 
the extensive use of money. Many of 
those who felt that these evils would 
be greatly lessened -by the application 
of direct. primary methods have 
changed their minds. There is evidence 
that the late Colonel Roosevelt, one of 
the foremost advocates of.the direct 
primary system, changed his opinion 
on the subject and for a. considerable 
period prior to his death was convinced 
that the System worked badly in its 
attempt to reform the prior convention 
method of nominating candidates. 

New York and Idaho set the anti- 
primary ball rolling by abolishing the 
direct primary for choosing candidates 
for certain important offices: who are 
now nominated in party conventions. 
In New York candidates for United 
States Senator.and Governor are nom- 
inated in convention, although the del- 
egates to the convention 
through the primary methods; In sev- 
eral States 'similar.changes have been 
proposed, and the’ voters are to ,be 
given an opportunity of expressing 
their sentiments concerning them at 
the polls in November. 


Organization to Preserve Primary. 


The drive against the continuance of 
the direct primary has become so

change have become concerned and an 
active effort to organize against the 
movement. is being initiated. Labor, 
the radical railroad workers’ organ 
published in Washington, which sup- 
ports the policies and candidates of 
those affiliated with the La Follette 
group in Congress, comes out in its 
latest issue with a 1 to its followers 
to stem the anti-primary tide. 
Labor’s editorial stresses the impor- 
tance that the election. of members of 
State.

The advent 
of this selection of what Dr, Eliot con- 
sidered the indispensable products of 
the literature of al] ages aroused great 
public interest and undoubtedly stimu- 
lated classical reading on the part of 
the general public. » 


Leader in Citizenship. 


Yt was during this part of his life, 
freé from academic or other responsi< 
bility; that he built upon the repute he 
‘had acquired as President of Harvard 
a fame that soon, extended all over 
the country. This. was done after he 
had retired at the age of 75 from what 
in most men would have been consid- 
ered @ highly notable life’s work, The 
papers and addresses on —* ues- 
tions of wine’. Ante! ‘etten- 
tion by th breadth. y 
thought, —— the compelling language 
in which they were expressed. He was 
¢ now beginning to ‘be -hailed-ag- ‘the 
first citizen thé land,” 

One of the marvels of this period was 
his state of physical and mental pres- 
ervation» Only a few years ago some 
of his relatives said humorously that 
the patriarch of the family was s0 ac- 
tive they had as much trouble trying 
to keep track of him as the average 
parents have with flapper daughters. 

‘The outstanding thing labout him," 
they said at that time, “is that, unlike 
most old men, his intellectua) interest 
ig all in the future, He gives no 
thought to the water that has flowed 
under the bridge. His thinking never 
deals with old times. He will not remi- 
nisce. With him it is always next 
month, next 9 the future of hu- 
manity, He the progressive type 
of mind.” 


Mind and Body Active All His Days, 


His mental health was founded on 
physica] well-being. He wag not in his 
later years given to sports with the ex- 
ception of rowing, which he said was 
the best of all sports, and bicycling, 
Even after his retirement from Har- 
vard he kept to sensible toutine in get- 
ting such exercise as could be obtained 
in the ordinary course of daily life. 
This he would go a little out of his 
way to get. 

Despite his advanced age, Dr. Eliot 
has been active physically and men- 
tally. In June when a report that he 
was seriously ill was circulated .a 
member of his family replied that the 
report was without foundation and 
that Dr, Eliot was in as good health 
as ever. 

In a message to the, ng people of 
America which appeared as an inter- 
view in Collier's Weekly in May, he 
told the youth of the country not ‘to 
brood too much. 

“If I had an opportunity to say a 
final word to all the young people of 
America,’”’ he said, not knowing it was 
practically his final message, ‘‘it 
would be this: 

‘t ‘Don't think too much about your- 
self, When all you gan think of is 
yourself, you're in a bad way.’ ”’ 

Dr. Eliot was also quoted as saying 
that it might be advisable to amend

In only one State is a wet nominee 
sure of election, and that because there 
is no dry opposition, according to the 
board.

The primaries. so far held affected 
the seats of 270 Representatives, of 
whom 223 are classified by the: board 
as dry, 43 wet and 4 uncertain. The 
board stated that 215 drys have been 
renominated, or drys named for their 
places, and that 41 seats have been re- 
tained or gained by the wets, while 14 
are, listed as uncertain. 


Says Congress Retains Dryness. 


“It is apparent that the forthcoming 
Congress will almost certainly be dry 
in just about the same proportion as 


the present Congress,”’ said the board. 

Notice was given by the board that 
the. dry organizations were not con- 
cerned with the liquor referendums to 
be held in New York and other States. 

“Prohibitionists have no expectation 
of winning referendu 1. elections. in 
those States where action taken at the 
ballot box can have no legal effect,’’ 
the board asserted. ‘‘It is impossible 
to interest dry constituents in such 
polls, as they are looked upon as in- 
tended only to serve wet propaganda, 
the real question being involved in the 
election of dry Representatives and 
Senators to Congress. It is feared that 
confusion will lead to non-participation | 
by drys in some referenda which will 
have a ‘practical effect, and prohibi- 
tionists everywhere are warned to be 
on guard against State movements in- 
tended to handicap the enforcement of 
prohibition.” 

From a dry standpoint unusual in- 
terest attaches to- the Congressional 
electiogs of this year.

MOSCOW, Aug. 22.—An international | 


debate was held today by the Society 
for: Culturfal Relation with Foreign 
Countries between Dr. Sherwood Eddy, 
American, and the supporters of the 
anti-religious movement in ‘Russia on 
the subject ‘‘Wherein lies the essence 
of the present religion and is it com- 
patible with communism?"’ 

In conversation with. the leaders of 
the society Eddy had said that Russia 
is the only country in the world where 
he was not allowed to give his lec- 
tures on the reasons for his religious 
belief. Greatly to his surprise they 
promptly replied that he could have a 
debate on that subject at any time. 

Debates are popular if Moscow and 
this one attracted a large crowd, 
mostly of young Communists. About

The picturization of George Kelly’s 
sterling play, “The Show-Off,” has, 
as one might suppose, lost a good ceal 
in its transference to the screen. As 
it stands it is a sound film entertain- 
‘ment, despite the fact that the exigen- 
eies of picture-making have rendered it 
impossible to introduce the shadings 
and, subtleties of the different char- 
acters. Sometimes it is much too far- 
cical, and Ford Sterling, that veteran

THE A. L. A. 

The American Library Association 
is completing a half century of exis- 
tence. It has been within these fifty 
years, and largely through those who 
constitute the membership of the asso- 
ciation, that there has been developed 
the conception of the library as a 
dynamic force in a community, stim- 
ulating intellectual activity in the 
literate, guiding, the eager of mind 
in their never-tiring search for new 
information,, helping the stupid and 
the.brilliant alike. And mainly through 
the individual and ¢ollective effort of 
thfs association the funds have come 
from public and private sources to es· 
tablish and maintain libraries of this 
sort. * 

They have also devoted themselves 
to teaching others. The profession, 
for it has come to be one, has trained 
its own recruits. A great fund has ‘at 
last been given, and in recognition of 
the opportunity for public service of 
the modern lbrarian, by the Carnegie 
Corporation, which once gave library 
buildings, but now devotes its library 
assistance’ to the librarians. One 
of the great library schools is to 
be docated in Chicago in connection 
with the: University ‘of Chicago, and 
another here in New, York City in con- 
nection with Columbia University, For 
the. Igtter the school successfully 
maintained for forty years at Albany 
by the University of the State of New 
York and that of like standards main- 
tained by the New York Library for 
the last fifteen years will furnish a: 
splendid foundation. ‘ 

In a more direct and specific 
recognition of the A. L. A., a fund 


right to it to help it in its service, 
especially, to small libraries, and still 
another million for another specific 
function. The A. L. A, has made one 
of America’s gréatest contributions to 
the world. Dr. JosepH Coxuins said 
recently, in an address before the New 
York Library. Association, that the 
ohly two educational institutions able 
to rid themselves of the curse of 
standardization and intolerance are 
the, newspapers and the libraries. 

The story is best told in this message 
of Dr. MELvitteE Dewey, addressed 
to the members of the “A L A,” but 
published so that all who can decipher 
his simplified spelling may read: 

In 1876 W F Poous, Nestor of li- 
brarians, said, ‘‘ We hav had a won- 
derful library conference. I attended 
the first conference held’ in N YY \ 
century ago. In another. 25 -years 
awe shud hold‘a 3d meeting.’ 

Rushing in where angels feard to 
tread, I insisted ‘that the worls before 
us was so vast ahd urjent that \an- 
nual meetings wer necessary. and 

agreed to call’ a meeting every year 
‘if 5 or more wud come. One year 
we had only about 30, but step by 
step A L A has grown to world-wide 
recognition for the work it has done 
for popular education. I used to tel 
ANDREW CARNEGIE that he cud accom- 
plish 10 to 100 fold more by endowing 
ALA, whose influence reaches ‘10,- 
000 centers, than by giving the same ~ 
money for a beautiful granit build- 
ing in a single place. ALA would 
stimulate interest till local money 
wud provide the building. The great- 
ly needed inspirational work cud .be 
done only bya national body thoroly 
organized and with central .executiv 
offices from which experts wud ra- 
diate continual inspiration and guid-' 
ance.

* NEW ‘ENGLAND FARMING. 


bt By 


‘in a speech at Biieithgidh; ‘Vt., Sec-| 


retary Jarprwe’ said that’ agricultural’ 
New England had been least. hit, by 


post-war’ readjustment. The reason. 
is that it is “ nearer, the ‘big markets 


“and does not face, as’ for instance, 
“the ‘West: and Middle West do,’ the 
“big- problems of trahsportation .and 
9 distribution. ” But the-New, England 
farmer has’ troubles that do not worry 
his Western ‘competitors, Speaking 
at Durham, N. H., on the same day: 
when Secretary “JARDINE was telling 
the Vermonters how fortunate they 
are, Professor L. E. Graser of the 
University of Wisconsin condoled with 
the New England farmer because. his 
soil is so poor. He said: : 

Where ‘once it was possible to grow 
hay with a large” percentage of 
clover -the soil no longer supports 
clover, and only. timothy can be 
Praised. Timothy is one of the poor- 
est ‘of hays, and is insufficient. for 
the feeding ‘of dairy cattle. 

The New England farmers haye been 
more and more forced into dairying. 
In raising corn, wheat, sheep and 
cattie/ competition with the West is 
hopeless. More alfalfa is the remedy. 
urged by Professor GraBer. A cam- 
paign in New Hampshire is on to pro- 
vide “an acre of alfalfa for évery cow 
in \ the State. ” Alfalfa, with lime 
dressing, can be grown for $12 a ton. 
TimotHy costs about $50 a ton in that 
part of the country. 

Earv P, Rosrnson of the University 
of New. Hampshire extension service 
declared at the meeting in Durham 
that 100,000 acres of alfalfa: must be 
grown in*New Hampshire to cut down 
high feéd ,bills.. Both Massachusetts 
and Connecticut grow tobacco profit- 
ably in favorable seasons, especially 
in the river valleys. It may be ques- 
tioned whether Secretary JaRDINe’s 
audience showed much enthusiasin 
when he congratulated the farmers 
upon the transportation and distri- 
bution which New England enjoys. 
There has been bitter complaint about 
the railroad service in these States.

STUART P. SHERMAN, 

Mr. SHERMAN’s death -by drowning 
deprives American: letters of an in- 
fluence always greatly needed, per- 
haps never moré*so than at present, 
He was Hot merely’ critic, but that 
raré compound, a man of ample 
knowledge and @lso of the impulse 
and ability to express himself. Mr. 
SHERMAN was one of the few surviv- 
ing great readers, He knew the best 
that, ‘has been thought and written, 
and from it was constantly deriving 
standards of judgment by which to 
test current literature, even those 
parts‘ef it which -he undoubtedly be- 
lieved to be the worst, .or at least 
the most freakish and rootless, that 
had ever “been - written. It was -.a 
tonié thing to have’ the .comments 
whieh. flowed from his pen. during 
the past fifteen or twenty years, cov- 
ering a wide range of literary pro- 
duction, ' particularly in -this country; 
and shooting delicately barbed arrows 
at folly as it flew across his field of 
vision. 

As a university —— in Eng- 
lish, Professor SHERMAN made a place 
for himself by his mental integrity 
and. his tireless labors. It is said 
that he was an inspiring teacher and 
guide to the outstanding talents in 
his classes, but was rather inclined to 
discourage and deter the dullards. He 
‘was never one to suffer fools gladly. 


Apparently he became a little scep-| 


tical or cynical about the possibility 
of toning up Western culture through 
college cotirses in English, so that 
when The Herald Tribune of this city 
offered him the position of literary 
editor he was ready to make that 
hazard of. new fortunes. His work 
since coming to New York was 
marked by his high and serious qual- 
ity, tempered a bit by new genialities 
and graces. He hasbeen accused of 


somewhat relaxing the seyere stand- 


ards. of his earlier writing. ‘Whereas 
he used to desire to strangle mis- 
shapen literary births in their cradle, 
he seemingly came to have a sneak- 
ing fondness for acting as godfather 
to ungainly offspring of-the moderns. 


‘To this charge Mr. SHERMAN recently 


repjied. partly by .way of light-hearted 
admission. If he stopped’ learning, 
what-was the use of living? Indeed, 
it might be said‘of him as the his- 
torian J.. R. GREEN somewhat -bitterly 
predicted that it would be said of him 
after his death: .““He died léarning.” 
Of haphazard and impressionistic 
criticism our literature has more than 
a plenty. Writers fairly swarm who 
| think it important to tell the: world 
what they like, though why they like 
it, or what its relation is to what has 
gone beforg in human experience, they 
cannot give their readers the faintest 
explanation. Mr. SHERMAN’s ériticism 
was of.a.different order, He had 
background, he was aware of the re- 
lations of one period and one litera- 
ture to another, he felt it desirable 
to know what he was writing about, 
he wreaked himself upon acquiring 


information from the sources, and al-}

BUS USES FURNACE OIL. 


Makes a 226-Mile Trial Run From 
Minneapolis to Luluth. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 22 (#).—The 
Minneapolis Journal says that a motor 
bus equipped with a device developed 
in Minneapolis has made a 226-mile: 
run from Minneapolis to Duluth burn- 
ing ordinary furnace oil instead of 
gasoline.

Glared that a large section of European | 2” 
@pinior! felt that the United States was 
weeping irresistibly toward. an eco- 
nomic lordship of the world, — 

Professor Bonn, whois attending the 
Institute of Politics, deplored the-ex- 
aggerated views held by many Euro- 
peans against the United States, but 
felt it his duty to point out that this, 
“country. was regarded with suspicion 
because it was the world’s creditor and 
decause its apparent policy of aiming 
at. complete economic self-sufficiency 
may lead to war, provoked by a revolt 
of the debtor nations. 

Pointing out that many people in Eu- 
‘fope were suspicious of the United 
States for advocating. military disar- 
mament ‘while striving for economic 
preparedness against-future conflicts, 
Dr. Bonn explained that Europe was 
asking itself why the United States, 
the strongest nation in the world eCo- | 
momically, did not trust itself — 


weather any storm that might_arise. 
Nations less" favorably - -pituated, He 
said, jnaturally felt —— Aulnerable 
and would have to adopt’policies sim- 
ilar to those of the U; tea States. 

Economic preparedness, according to 
Dr. Bonn, will mean hoarding of stocks 
of all kinds, thé introduction of a sys- 
tem of indystrial and agricultural pro- 
tection that will make the ordinary 
tariff look like child’s play, and will in 
the end bring upon the United States a 
financial burden in com son with 
‘which the burden of. military arma- 
ments was trifling. 

The remedy suggested by Dr. Bonn 
for ‘restoring the world to a normal 
economic balance was ‘‘economic dis-" 
armament,” -with~ the United- States 
Jeading the way. i 


America’s Help Indispensable. 
The United States, 
in a position to lead/in the financial 
and ecohomic restoration of the world 
by restoring the economic balance 
among nations which was upset by the 
war and by helping the. war-shattered 
countries to their feet. As matters 
mow stand, the nations cannot do this 
without American help. Efforts toward 


economic self-sufficiency, he warned, 
will lead to war in the same way as 
the piling up of armaments led to the 
*game end. . 

‘Europe’s unjust — of the 
‘United States, said Dr. Bonn, fostered 
by her poor economic: position, was 
driving it toward a “‘federation of fear’ 
directed against this country, which 
may have evil results for the peace of 
the world. He continued: - 

“The people of the United States are 
busy strengthening the ramparts with 
which Providence has provided them. 
They are rightly bent on th: conserva- 
tion of their natural resources. They 
are trying to start new industries and 
to open up new sources of raw sup- 
plies.. I need merely mention the 
words rubber’ and m ese, They 
ere translating the old Roman saying, 
‘If you want peace, prepare for war,’ 
into economic legislative policy. 

“They are sincere leaders in advocat- 
ing military disarmament all over the 
world. But they are running no risks 
and they appear to be striving quite. 
as anxiously for economic preparedness 
as for military disarmament. They 
can cértainly ‘achieve the former if 
they wish. 

“But Iam not quite sure if the 
-United States can achieve as well that 
other great aim on which it has seat 
its mind—the disarmament of the 
spirit. ‘The nations of Europe have 
never. shared America’s simple: opti- 
mistic belief. Their history has taught 
them skepticism. NevVer before have 
they seen the rise of power in the 
world without being conscious that it 
is sure to be misused. For the chief 
object of power, as they see it, is not 
merely to gain security and safety for 
yourself but to use it-as a weapon to 
enslave others, Europe is not willing 
to make the United, States an excep- 
tion to this rule. 

“Europe knows pretty well that no 
systematic, self-conscious imperialisn 
has a chance of wi the approval 
of the people of the United States®. No 
occupant of the White House has ever 
aimed at a world dictatorship in the 
name of the United States, and none 
is likely to do so. in the future. 

“Europeans. know this, but they know 
too that ‘American history appears to 
the Americans to be guided by the 
hand-of Providence, and that by way 
of a manifest destiny aims have been 
achieved and purposes fulfilled which 
neither the Governmént nor the people 
of the United States ever set for them- 
selves... And: they. feel dimly as if, 
quite unknown to the American people 
—nay, even against their wishes— 
there is being set in motion a huge 
economic mechanism which may imply 
American overlordship of the world. 

“Though the United States is trying 
to be self-supporting so far as ,impor- 
_ tant imports are concerned, this nation 
is more than willing to share its 
abundant natural wealth with poorer 
countries by way of exports,” declared 
Dr. Bonn.

“Bighteen countries up to the present 
have accepted the invitation of the 
Council of the League of Nations to 
attend at Geneva, Sept. 1, a' conference 

to discuss the American, reservations 
8 the Permanent Court’ of. Interna- 


-‘ tional Justice. * 


“This conference’ has causéd world- 
‘wide interest because’ of the new im- 
portance the Court would assume with 
the United States an adherent,—and 
‘because the’ Washington Government 
a refused to take part in the meet- 
ng. 
The forthcoming conference is not a 
League affair, although summoned ‘by 
the coyvncil. It.will be a gathering 
of representatives of States which 
have signed the World Court: protocol, 
meeting as such and not in their ca- 
‘pacity as members of the’ League. 

The United States Senate has voted 
to adhere to the World Court, but only 
under certain reservations and. under- 
standings, and membership’ does not 
become éffective until all other mem- 
berg of the tribunal have accepted the 
American reservations. 

Of the five American ‘feservations, 
the fifth, dealing -with the» Court’s 
power to give advisory opinions, is ex- 

ree to cause the most trouble. It 

not yet clear that, all the powers 
spe hem to Geneva will aceept this con- 
dition. It provides, in particular, that 
the World Court shall not, without the 
consent of the United States, entertain 
any: request. for an advisory opinion 
touching any dispute or question in 
which the United Stxics has or claims 
an interest. 

Interest has been created by an open 
letter fromm Theodore Marburg, former 
Americar Minister to Belgium, récently 
published. at Geneva, proposing as a 
practicable -solution,. a procedure 
whereby if within six days the United 
States had not formulated an objection 


‘- to a request for an advisory opinion,

American assent to the same would be 
taken for granted. If, on the other 
hand, the Washington Government did 
have objections, Mr. Marburg sug- 
gested that the American Minister to 
Switzerland should sit with the League 
Council and seek to reach a satisfac- 
‘ tory agreement concerning the .ques- 
tions it was proposed to put to the 
Court. 

Mr. Marburg emphasized the neces- 
gity of having the American Presi- 
dent, and the President alone, em- 
powered to decide whether the United 
States had or claimed an interest in 
any question under dispute,’ and to 
give or refuse American consent to a

ence are Great Britain, Japan, Italy, 
Belgium, Latvia, Rumania, Czecho- 
slovakia; Norway, Greece, Finland, 
Holland, Denmark, Sweden, Liberia, 
Poland, China, India and Luxemburg.

GARMENT COUNCIL’S WORK. 


Will Take Up Unethical Practices 
* and Uniform Order Blank. 


Active functioning of the Wholesale 
and Retail Garment Council, composed 


of twenty retail buying organizations 
and the National Wholesale Women’s 
Wear Association, will begin this week 
when at a meeting on Thursday the 
questions of unethical practices and 
the necessity of a uniform order blank 
will be brought before it. The man- 
aging directors of the National Retail 
Dry Goods Association and the Na- 
tional Garment Retailers’ Association 
and prominent members of both or- 
ganizations have been invited to attend 
the ‘meeting. 

In: discussing the work of the council 
yesterday, Maxwell Copelof, President 
of the National Wholesale Women’s 
Wear Association, said that it should 





. be productive of much benefit to the 


industry. ‘It has been founded on the 
desiré of both retailers and wholesalers 
to create a forum where problems of 
mutual interest may be discussed. It 
is the earnest desire of the council to 
create. a better feeling of good-will be- 
tween the buyer ’and the seller which 
will be helpful to this industry, which 
is affected by so many ills. 

“I might say that the function of 
the council is one of the outstanding 
features of the many plans which our 
association has in mind. Arbitratién, 
uniform contracts for buying and sell- 
ing,as between mills, manufacturers 
and distributers, and other projects for 
the advancement of the industry and 
a better general understanding are 
under way. The unsettled condition of 


- the labor situation has not in any way 


affected tthe work of this association. 
. which is a purely business organization 
and not concerned with labor matters. 

‘The council was brought.into being 
principally through the difficulties 


arising from group buying and through 


certain unethical practices of some re- 
tailers. The association held many 
meetings with its members to find a 
* in which the controversles 

ch constantly arose between buyer 
na seller could be eliminated or miti- 
gated. 

“Several meetings of the council 
have been held. e constitution and 
by-laws have been passed. upon and 
adopted. Officers have been elected 
and the council is now ready to take 


‘up any question which is of mutual 


interest to buyer and seller. Either 
party has a right to bring to the coun- 
cil any question the solution of which 
will make. for the betterment ‘of this 


. industry.”’

| fessor, Edwin G. Conklin, Chairman of 
the Department of Bidlogy of. Prince- 
ton University, who recently completed 
an eight-month tour of the Orient in 
company-with Edwin R, Embree,: Di- 
rector of the Division of Studies of the 
Internatiotial Education. Board of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, said today. that 
he found little evidence. of reported 
friction, between American and Japa- 
nese populations. of the Hawaiian ‘Is- 
lands, that China needed a universal 
education system ‘and thatthe princi- 
‘pal need of Japanese scholars was 
greater contact with the Western 
World. 

Dr. Conklin accompanied Mr. Embree 
as adviser in an investigation of mu- 
seums, scientific institutes..and the 
scientific departmenfs of the universi- 
ties of the Hast. As a result of their 
findings a number of Japanese scien- 
tists will be brought to this country 
to obtain a knowledge of scientific re- 
search in this country. 

Professor Conklin. ‘said he found the 
universities of Japan quite equal to 
those in this country in respect to re- 
search, although their interest is cen- 
tred primarily on the appliéd rather 
than the theoretical side. Their medi- 
cal and ‘biological 


found to be excellent. 


The Chinese State universities are all 
practically closed because of the war, 
Dr. Conklin said, but. private organi- 
zations, administered chiefly by mis- 
sionary groups, he found to be doing 
admirable work. He considers some 
native Chinese scientists the equals of 
Japanese and: their-research capable, 
but wholly unorganized and in need of 
a more universal education preliminary 
to university work. 

When Dr. Conklin was in Honolulu a 
minor conflict was in progress over the 
right of the Government to supervise 
certain of the Japanese schools con- 
ducted after. the hours of the regular 
schools, but he found little evidence of 


American and Japanese populations of 
the islands. Dr. Conklin commented 
upon the excellence/of these Japanese 
schools, many of which desire Govern- 
ment restriction. They are attended 
by the majority of the children of the 
Japanese, who /far outnumber those of 
any other race on the islands, and who, 
according to Dr. Conklin, form “an 
honest and industrious class of people 
who are quite loyal to the United 
States and an asset to the islands.”

NAVY DAY WILL STRESS 
MERCHANT MARINENEED 


Wilbur Points Out That Only 30 
Per Cent of Foreign Trade Is 
Carried in, Our Vessels. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—In the 
celebration of Navy Day, on October 
27, an effort will be made to focus 
public attention on the, fact that last 
year 70 per cent .of this country’s 
foreign trade of $9,000,000,000 was car- 
ried in foreign bottoms, and only 430 
per cent in American vessels. 

Secretary ‘Wilbur has invited the pub- 
ife to visit and inspect on Navy Day 
the navy establishment wherever it 
may be represented. Navy ships will 
touch at ports on the Atlantic and, 
Pacific,-and these vessels, ag well as 
shore stations and yards will be open 
to the public. 

According to Secretary Wilbur, the 
Navy League, which is to cooperate 
with the Navy Department, will carry 
to the people ‘‘the importance to the 
future developm * of our country of 
an adequate mi ant marine that will 
assure economic independence, as well 
as form a vital element of national 
defense; and that the navy as the 
first line of defense is a form of na- 
tional insurance which protects the 
merchant marine and our rapidly ex- 
panding commerce.”’ 

Declaring that the league wishes to 
emphasize the need for a merchant 
marine to assure adequate defense in 
war and promote the arts of peace, 
Secretary Wilbur made an anal of
